Give Pug but an Apple, and he'll ridicule the 
Creatures he din’d with Yefterday ; for a Parcel of Nuts 
hell make a Jeft of the Lion; and for a Pan-full of 
Milk, would vouch he faw the Greyhouna a worrying 
Sheep, Such another shipping, grinning, mifihief-making 
Vermin lives not on the Earth, and yet he is carefs'd by 
all the Friends of Foke, till he pays them in kind, and 
jokes them for having been dis Friends. Do you ask, 
If this be his true Charaéter, how comes he by any 
Friends at all? I anfwer, Becaufe even among the 
Brutes, the Jdle, Lazy, Malecontent, Capricious and En- 
vious are much more in Number than Beatts of @ better 
Spirit. So the Bear. remains a Beaft of Brains in the 
Opinion of his Brethren, and Pug is own'd for his Se- 
cretary in ope as well as is Fefter for the prefent.

Mean time the Affairs of the Court of Vienna 
feem here to be in a better Plight than one cou’d have 
expected from the unforefeen Circumftances of that Ac- 
cident.

That this City is ina good State of Health, appears 
from the following Certificate of our Phyficians. 
‘ Whereas we are informed that many have been 
* deterr’d from coming into this City, and profecuting 
* their neceflary Bufinefs, froma Belief of a Peftilen- 
‘ tial Fever everywhere raging here ; being willing to 
* fatisfy the Publick, we do certify, that there has been 
¢ no other Fever here (except in the Prifons) but what 
‘ has been common to feveral other Cities and Towns 
‘ in the Kingdom, and which has been here almot 
‘ wholly confined to the poorer Sort of People, and 
‘ fome that attended the Prifoners ; and at this Time 
* the City is generally in a good State of Health.’
